The Mics, /iumbage ana Gold Deposite of the 
Ceenty. 


From the Athens, Ga., Bauner. 
Itis not generally known that Madison county, 


Georgia, is one of the richest sections of our state in 
mineral wealth, and as soon as the eyes of capital- 
ists are turned toward her borders she will b!ossom 
as the rose and many of her humble farmers will 
awake some morning to find themselves rich men. 
It has long been known that the beds of many of 


ms are lined with go!d, as it were, and on 
mp scale considerabie sums have been taken 
out. Que old far ser teils us that before and dur- 
ing the war, after crops were iaid by. he would 
arm his nezroes with fry'ng-pans, and 
they could ea«i y wash out from $1 tw $5 per day. 
each ‘The gold here is free from all impurities 
and isteadily collected. Large nuggets bave been 
found, but the particles are genera ly small, Ru- 
mor says that some $10,000 in the precious metal 
has been taken from a littie branch pear Paoli, 
aud the dep sit seems ivexhaustible. There is no 
doubt that if the right sort of machinery was used, 
aud scientific men bad charge of the work, that the 
gold miues of the *'Free state’ would equal in 
richness those of any section of the south. 

But at this time mica seems to supersede the 
quest for gold. There are vast deposits of this 
mineral in that county, end farmers are turning 
their attention toward exp oring some of the beds. 
We yestercey had a call from Mr W. J. Dudley,

A Sigue! Offecrin the «iy te Extend Our Stale Sere 
vice. 

Lieutenant H H. C. Danwoody, of the 
United States signal service, was in the city 
yesterday for the purpose of arranging some 
plan for the improvement of our weather 
service. To a CONSTITUTION reporter he said: 

“T am here to see if aplan can be agreed 
upon for extending your state weather ser- 
vice.” 

‘What is the outlook?” 

‘Weill, I have visited the state agricultural 
depar' ment, and | fiud that Judge Henderson 
and Csp’ain Redding bave organized what 
may be called the nucleus of a weathey ser- 
vice. With asuflicientappropriation from the 
state to pay forthe servicesof one man and to 

jurchase the necessary instruments, you can 
have a weather service bere that will be of in- 
calculable value. With observations and re 
ports forwarded from every country, the 
weather office here will be enabled to pub- 
lish a monthly report to accompany the crop 
report now published by the department of 
agriculture, You willsee the importance of 
this to farmers, The

WHAT DUN’S AGENCY REPORTS, 

The business failures of the past week as 
reported by telegraphto R G. Dun & Co.’s 
mercan ile agency pumber for the United 
States 382, and for Canada 43, or a total of 
425—as ayeinst a total of 535 the previous 
week—an increase of 92. Two bundred and 
twenty-six of these tuilures occurred in the 
western and southern states. This its the 
greatast pumber of failures reported for any 
one week since 1578. They are neither large 
nor signiucant in character, being composed 
mainly of the small class of traders, 
and the number have probably 
been largely augmented - by 
restricted business, owing to the unfavorable 
weather, ata period when the settlements of 
the first fifteen days of the year were made. 
Another potential cause for the increased 
failures is found in the preferences permitted 
in the absence of a naitional bankrupt law 
Almost every dispatch received announcing 
a failure, indicates that relatives or other 
parties in the locality are prefered to the 
detriment of creditors at the chief 
business centers. Repor:s as to the prospects 
of trade are not as unfavorable as these fail- 
ures would seem to indicate. There is an ac- 
tive movement in the retail trade throughout 
the country. Owing to the abundance of 
snow the deliveries of grain and other pro- 
duce are not Jarge. In the Jumber regions 
considerab:e activity is reported. 
Want of confidence seems more 
confined to localities effected by speculative 
operations, rather than to the country at 
large. ‘The stocks of merchandise are sma’, 
and active demand for early spring is antici- 
puted.

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WORK OF THE COLD. 


THE REPORTS FFOM THE DAM- 
AGED OAT CROP. 


A Talk with Commissioner Henderson on the Dam- 
age to the Oat and Wheat Crops by the Recent 
Cold Weather-The Per Centage of 
Damage by Counties—Prospects. 


‘‘What do you think of it?” 

‘It seems’to me the oat crop is a myth.”’ 

Thus Commissioner Henderson answered a 
CONSTITUTION man yesterday. 

When the freeze came a few days ago Com- 
missioner Henderson sent out inquiries to all 
his correspondents concerning the damage to 
the wheat and oat crops. 

Yesterday quite a batch of replies came in 
and as there were enough to show the general 
range and extent of the damage, THe Consti- 
TUTION took them and has compiled them in 
presentable sbape and the result is given 
below. It will be seen that the damage to 
the wheat crop of the state is 30 per cent of 
the usual crop and the damage to the oat crop 
is 60 per cent the state over, not counting the 
section that sent only one county. 

Commissioner Henderson was asked what 
he thought of the situation. He said: 

“In my opinion there is very little that can 
be done to getoverit. It seems to me the 
oat crop is almost a total loss.’’ 

‘“Can’t a free planting of spring oats make 


up for the damage in a measure?”’ 

“Ttake it that they bave seeded down all 
their seed, and | think that many fields will 
gounsown. The trouble is on account of 
seed oats. Bhey are not p'entiful with the 
farmers and cost money. Of course those 
who have oats can re seed. On the strength 
of the freeze, oats have jumped from 47 to 75 
cents per busbel. That shows the,situation 
mere cleariy than anything else.’’ 

‘What would you advise?” 

‘Tpose who can should re-seed. The Burt 
oat ought to be in heavy demand because 
they are the best spring oats that I have ever 
seen. They grow an abundance of them and 
make a fair yield. If the 
farmers can get such seed 
oats and put them in for spring sowing, the 
damage can be in a measure repaired.”’ 

‘*'Whas about the wheat crop?” 

‘‘I do not consider the wheat crop damaged 
toany extent. It is true the correspondents 
report damage, but I think that the wheat 
that is left will tiller and tne yield will be as 
great as it otherwise would have been. Really, 
I think it will be a benefit if the crop has 
only been thinned, The same thing is true 
of oats where a firm stand is left.’’ 

In Laurens county Mr. D«vid Blackshear is 
already plowing up his oa's and preparing to 
replant. Huis crop was a total loss. 

In order to show. where the. oat crop is 
mainly grown the following counties which 
grow over 80,000 bushels are given. The figures 
sre from the census report: Thomas, 
158,000; Houston, i21,000; Lowneles, 102,- 
000; Witkes, 133,000; Washington, &3,- 
QUO; Greene, 80.000; Dovuly, 803000; De- 
eatur, 84000; Coveta 106,000; Carroll, 80,- 
000; Brooks, 163,000; Berrien, 89,000; Bartow, 
81.000, 

MIDDLE GEORGIA, 

The reports from the middle Georgia coun- 
ties give the following reports as far as heard 
from: 

Baldwin county—Wheat damaged 60 per 
cent; oats damaged 75 percent. The corres- 
pondent asks: ‘‘Where can we buy Burt or 
spring oats?’ Can anybody tell him? 

Campbell county—Wheai dameged 10 per 
cent; oats damaged 50 percent. This corres- 
pondent says that it is almost impossible to 
get an accurate estimate, owing to the very 
wet and cold weather prevailing. 

Clayton county—Wheat damaged 10 per 
cent; Oats OU per cent. . 

Columbia county—Wheat damaged 20 per 
cent; oats damaged 40 percent. In some lo- 
calities of this county December oats will have 
to’ be replanted. 

Coweta county---Wheat crop damaged 331% 
per cent; Oat crop Gamaged 380 per cent. 

DeKalb county—Wheat damaged 38 per 
cent; oats injured 75 per cent. 

Fayette county—Wheat damaged 20 per 
cent; oats damaged 40 per ccut. 

Hancock county—Wheat damaged 15 per 
cent; oats damaged 50 per cent. In this 
county late sowings on grey lands are alinost 
totally killed. 

Henry county—Wheat damaged 25 per 
cent; oats damaged 50 per cent. The Novem- 
ber and December oats were all killed. 

McDuthe county—Wheat damaged 5 per 
cent; oats 25 per cent. Nearly all the Decem- 
ber sowing of oats are dead. 

Monroe county—W eat damaged 10 per 
cent; oats damaged 25 per cent. 

Morgan county—Wheat damaged 38 per 
cent; Oat crop damaged 78 per cent. in tnis 
county all the late sown oats are killed 
— 40 per cent of the early sown are kill- 
€¢ 

Oglethorpe county—Wheat damaged 10 per 
ceut; oats damaged 45 per cent. 

Pike county—Wheat damaged 50 per cent; 
oats damaged 100 per cent. The correspond: 
ent says that not one stalk in 600 of oats is 
left. 

Putnam county—Wheat damaged 20 per 
cent; oats damaged 50 per cent. The corres- 
pondent says: ‘October oats all right; Novem- 
ber oats half killed; December oats all *kill- 
ed.’ 

Rockdale county—Wheat damaged 25 per 
cent; oats damaged 75 per cent. Generally 
enough seed outs have been left and replant- 
ing will be done. 

Spalding county—Wheat damaged 25 per 
cent; oats damaged 80 percent. The corre- 
spondent states that the cold has caused the 
farmers great loss, but they are preparing to 
put in a heavy crop of spring oats. 

Troup county—W heat injured 10 per cent; 
Oats YO per cent. 

Walton county—Wheat damaged 30 per 
cent; oats damaged 60 percent. The corre- 
spondent thinks the killing of the 30 per cent 
of the wheat erop will be an advantaze. 

Wilkes county—Wheat damaged 10 per 
cent; oats 15 percent. Another correspond- 
ent from that county says the oat crop is 
almost totally, ruined. 

SOUTH WEST GEORGIA, 

As far as heard from southwest Georgia is 
as follows: 

Dougherty county— No wheat in Dougherty 
county; 75 per cent of the oat crop killed, 

Houston county—Wheat damuged 75 per 
cent; oats 60 per cent, The correspondent 
thinks there is a chance to recover as -the 
weather has been too dry to plant much. 

Lee county— No wheat sown and on!y 10 per 
cent of the oats killed. 

Mitchell. county—Wheat damaged 30 per 
cent; oats 66 percent. Only 50 per cent of 
oats had been sown. Does not think the sit- 
uation alarming. 

Quitman county—Wheat demaged 25 per 
cent, gate 75 percent. In tbis county but 
little wheat was planted, owing to the dry 
weather at planting time. Oats were late 
planted and were nearly all killed. 

Randolph connty—Wheat damaged 35 per 
cent, oats 54 percent. Little wheat and but 
few fall oats were sown. There will be a full 
crop of spripg oats. 

Sumter county—Wheat damaged. 33 per 
cent, oats 80 per cent. But little wheat is 
sown in Sumter and only a small per centage 
of the oat crop had been sown. Oats are now 
being sown in that ccunty. 

Taylor county—Wheat damaged 50 per 
cent, oats 90 per cent. Oats will not stand 
thick enough to cut. 

NORTH GEORGIA. 

So far as heard from tine north Georgia 
counties stand as follows: 

Bar'ow county— W beat damaged 5 percent, 
oats 100 per cent. The corregpondent says: 
“The oat cropisentirely killed. Wheat is 
badiy burnt on top but the roots are safe ”’

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stand but the correspondent does not believe 
it will be so much in the final yield.
